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INTRODUCTION 

This paper presents a list of spider (Araneae) type speci¬ 
mens held in the collection of the National Museums of 
Kenya, Invertebrate section of the Zoology Department 
(NMK). All locality information is based on GPS readings 
at the time of collection. Only two families are represen¬ 
ted in this paper. Although the Araneae collection at the 
museum is old, most of the past and even recently des¬ 
cribed material is yet to be deposited at the museum by 
the authors concerned. This study reports the available ty¬ 
pe material which was deposited in the last decade. It com¬ 
prises two holotypes and 15 paratypes. The species wit¬ 
hin families are listed alphabetically by specific or sub¬ 
specific epithet, followed by the full name with author, ye¬ 
ar of original publication, and page number of the descrip¬ 
tion. For each species, the holotypes if in NMK are lis¬ 
ted first, followed by secondary types. All types are lis¬ 
ted with full locality information. This information inclu¬
